Fears About Comet 


London, Feb. 3.—A romance of the 
universe was shattered in one sen- 
tence by Mr. EE. W.  Maunder — of 
Greenwich observatory at a meeting 
of the Royal Astronomical Society. 

Ife declared that there were no can- 
als on Mars, that there were no Mar- 
tians, and that all ‘the interesting 
stories which have been written about 
the planet were simply so much sen- 


sational fiction, 
Mr. oS. A. Saunders first exhibited 
lantern slides showing new phoio- 


graphs of Mars taken by Professor 
Hale at the Mount Wilson Observa- 
tory, California, by means of his 60- 
inch telescope. 

“The Canals are not shown,” he 
observed drily. ‘“’Phe explanation is 
that the telescope was'too strong to 
indicate them!” 

“The photographs are an enormous 
improvement on any that have been 
previously taken,” said Mr. Maunder,

“Although the speed of the comet is 
so great,” he stated, “it has little den- 
sity, and I do not believe we would 
suffer the slightest damage if we went 
right through the head of it. We shall 
probably pass through the tail. 

“The comet has been spreading out 
a tail millions of miles long since 
240 B.C. The density of the tail must 
be very small indeed, for it was not 
known until afterwards that the earth 
passed through it in 1861. 

“Tt is possible that something may 
be seen of the tail in the midnight 
sky in May. The comet is not at/all 
hot except when it. comes into the 
immediate neighborhood of the sun. 

“We may follow it until the first 
week in March next. Then it will ap- 
proach too near the sun, and will be 
lost for a month, but it will be at its 
best as an evening star in the last ten 
days of May.”

the past two months as in any other 
city in) Canada,” said Hon. C. W. 
Cross. “An officer in whom I have the 
uimost confidence has been in the 
habit of visiting the hotels of Calgary 
every evening. ‘This mands doing his 
duty and if he were not he would be 
at once replaced.” . 

In reply Mr. Hunt stated that the 
period he thas reference to was. pre- 
vious to the two months of special 
supervision, 

The government was requested that 
no permits for taking liquor into the 
north country should be granted ex- 
cept on personal application. ‘Io this 
the Attorney-General replied that cir- 
cumstances caused many to remain in 
the north for years at a time and 


personal application in’ their case 
would certainly be a hardship. He 
reminded the delegation that since 
the present government had been 


formed the quantity of liquor to be 
procured on an individual permit had 
been reduced from five to two gal- 
lons. J 

Premier Rutherford explained to 
the delegation the possibility of stak- 
ing a prohibition vote either for the 
province as a whole or for individual 
municipalities. The delegates had as- 
sumed that under the new Local Im- 
provement Act town and = country 
would be put in one municipality and 
that in the case of a prohibition re- 
ferendum the town could offset the 
country in attaining the desired end, 
The assumption was, however, cor- 
rected by the Premier, who stated it 
was the intention of the government 
to introduce four distinct municipal

A NAVAL ISSUE AFTER ALL. 


It looks as if the element in the 
(Conservative ranks which has been 
urging that direct contributions tothe 
‘British Admiralty be substituted for 
the naval policy adopted last spring, 
and adhered to up to the preseut by 
Mr. Borden, had captured the leader 
of the party. Atthe ‘first of the week 
the ‘Toronto Mail and Empire came 
out with a front page editorial which 
urged that two Dreadnaughts be pre- 
sented to Great Britain. Yesterday 
Mr. Borden made a motion tin the 
House to that effect. His course is 
surprising and disappointing. If he 
had stuck to his guns, it might have 
jnvolved his retirement from «he lead- 
ership. It was openly stated Iby many 
of his followers that if he did persist, 
this was what would ‘have to happen. 

But he would have stepped down 
with a certainty of speedily coming to 
the front again. T’he people like a 
aman who sticks to his ideas and his

We must bear our share of the cost 
of the Imperial protection that we 
enjoy the benefit of. ‘But we must 
control any expenditure that we make. 
‘As for meeting present necessities, 
how could the Motherland be sireng- 
thened to a vreater extent than if 
we gave an immediate order in Brit- 
ain for such ships of war as the <Ad- 
miralty has suggested? It has not 
asked for Dreadnaughts. If we want 
to build them in Canada, there will ‘be 
long delays and the cost will ‘be over 
thirty per cent. more. To hear some 
people talk, it would seem that they 
imagined a grant from the Dominion 
to the Admiralty would immediately 
create new armaments. But it takes 
time to build warships, no matter 
who gives the order. They can be 
built in Britain on instructions from 
Ottawa quite as fast as they can on 
those from London. ‘The only differ- 
ence will be that when they are com- 
pleted, they would be Canada’s ships 


in the one case and in the other Brit- 
ain’s ships, built with Canadian money. 
Brut in beth instances they would be 
available for the defence of what is 
now and what we trust always will be 
the common cause. 

If the government persists in wait- 
ing to have the work done in Canada, 
however, it will be exposing Imperial 
interests to a serious risk and at the 
same time doing an injustice to Can- 
adian taxpayers. We want the ships 
built in Britain, but, when ‘they are 
finished, they must ibe recognized as 
the property of the Canadian peonle. 


WHAT OTHERS SAY 


WINTERS FORTY YEARS AGO 
(New York Sun) 

The article on winter weather print- 
ed in the Springfield Republican and 
reproduced in the San reminds me of 
my own experience. i 

In eastern Pennsylvania, sixty miles 
back irom tidewater and probably not 
250 feet above it, we had three foot 
snowdriits in the winter of 1867-68. 
Two years later johnnie jumpups grew 
in our front yard in February. ‘The 
next year, the winter of 1870-71 I am 
nearly sure it was, the mercury went 
to 28 degrees below zero for just a 
night, a trick it performs about once 
in a century or so, I believe. How- 
ever, the temperatures are as I record 
them, and possibly of interest to those 
who hold that the winters are not as 
cold as they used to ‘be. 

As to this proposition I need go no 
further back than the winter of 1903-4. 
In that season it was my privilege to 
have landed twice in this port from 
ocean trips in Lalmy weather in a tem- 
perature of about 5 degrees below zero 
and this despite New York’s nearness 
to that vast reservoir of heat the 
ocean. J] believe it-was then said that 
the Hudson would have frozen over 
had it not been for navigation. At 
any rate the lower ‘bay with its ice 
masses afloat looked like the pictures 
in books rejating to Arctic explora- 
tion. To speak more personally, I had 
a foot slightly frostbitten while stand- 
ing on a corner waiting for a trolley 
and not a very long wait either. 

Some scientists think the amount 
of heat received from the sun has not 
varied to any large extent in the thirty 
or more millions of years since the 
earth’s crust cooled to 212. degrees 
Fahrenheit and river action began. It 
is therefore fair to assume, I think, 
that the weather in winter could not 
possibly change greatly in the smal] 
period covered by humaa annals, and! 
still less in that infinitesimally ‘minute 
fraction of time since observations 
have been taken,
